Fannie Frankel, born in St. Louis, a daughter 
of Bruno Frankel, is singing with The Prince 
Beggar Company. 

As an organist and composer, Alfred George 
Robyn stands high. He was born in St. Louis, 
April 29. 1860. His father, Prof. Wm. Robyn, 
was a pioneer in music in this city and came 
to St. Louis in 1837. His wife was a singer 
of note, end came to St.Louis from Opernar, 
Germany, in 1850, and ‘‘her beautiful soprane 
voice was heard to advantage at St. Francis 
Xavier's (Catholic) Church in 1870,"" where her 
husband was organist. With such a hereditary 
it does not seem strange that Alfred George 
Robyn should become a_ skillful organist and 
eomposer. At the age of nine, his father be- 
coming sick, Alfred volunteered to take his 
place at the organ and held the position for one 
year. When we say ‘‘held’’ we use the word in 
a comparative sense, as one of the choir bors 
had to held on a piano stool so that he could 
use his hands for the keys and his feet for 
the pedals.

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WOMEN PRESS AGENTS 


A UNIQUE CALLING 


By NELLIE REVELL

It often has been said that women are in- 

vading the domain of the men and thereby, 
by encroaching upon what has been deemed, 
from time immemorial, the sovereignty of mas- 
culinity, lessen the chances of both in securing 
livelihoods. There may be some truth in this, 
as far as mercantile pursuits are concerned, 
but when it pertains to the politer paths the 
argument falls flat. And when it ineludes the 
field of the press agent, sex doesn't count one 
jota, for results, as the advertisers say, alone 
count. 
I will admit that the woman press agent, 
quite recently, bas been practically an 
quantity. The work for 
(quite many, within my recollection, I regret 
fully admit) has been done by men, hard, 
practical, cold-blooded men, dealing with, often- 
times, harder, more practical and outrageously 
frappe-blooded dramatic editors, so that until a 
vear or two ago, the thought of a woman en 
tering the press agent's field would have excited 
ridicule. But the clever women are getting 
there and are accomplishing things which make 
their conceited masculine contemporaries sit 
up and take notice. 

The woman who makes up her mind to become 
a press agent for a theatre, clothing house, 
department store, shooting gallery or for a har- 
assed millionaire, must make up her mind to 
this insuperable fact—-the life is not one of 
roses or undistilled joy. I know I have, time 
and again, suffered all the pangs of bitter dis-

appointment, as well as the delights of suc- 
cess. When I think of what it really means, 
this thing of being a press agent in the the- 
atrical line, I'm forcibly reminded of the trite 


saying about fools walking where angels fear 
to tread, and the like. 

To be successful, the woman press agent 
does not rely upon ber physical charms for suc- 
cess. It is her mentality, her personal force, 
that spell success. That personal quality 
called magnetism is a potent power in the race 
to win. And yet, without ability, success can 
not be reached. By ability, | mean the pos- 
session of that common sense which should 
tell the woman press agent how far she should 
go so that verisimilitude shall not be sacrificed 
and her object be frustrated. it is mere folly 
to distort the truth beyond the point that or- 


dinary credulity may grasp—it is madness. 
Many a good press agent’s story, based upon 
abundant fact, has been spoiled because of the 
exaggeration employed in its telling. Newspa- 
per men are human, after all, and for pigeon- 
boling most of the rot given them by press 
agents (and not all of them women, either) 


they are deserving of praise rather than censure. 

I may be biased in my judgment, but I 
firmly believe that once a woman has mastered 
the rudiments of the press agent's art, she 
stands pre-eminent in her profession. She 
must exercise sound judgment in the selection 
of her matier. She must employ art in its 
preparation, for slipshod manuscript exasperates 
the editors and arouses their souls to bitter, 
if not profane, outbursts. She must study the 
requirements and needs of the specific journals 
to which she contributes. She must learn their 
individual style and conform thereto. Above all 
she must supply ORIGINAL OOPY. These 
are a few of the rules | have set down for my 
own guidance, and as their observance often has 
won pubiucity for the enterprises 1 have repre- 
sented in times past, where others have failed, 
it is reasonable to suppose that any other 
woman doing likewise, and who has within 
the necessary qualifications for the post, may 
look for a reasonable amount of success as 
press agent. 

Much depends upon the professional folk with 
which the agent has to do, in shaping the 
latter's destiny. Every business man knows 
and appreciates the value of publicity in ad- 
Vancing his business interests. If publicity 
alds the business man, why not the professional? 


If the actor folk fail to get into the newspa- 
pers, it is largely their own fault. The gen 
eral public fairly revels in the absorption of 
hews of the theatre and the people connected 
with that form of entertainment. Now, this 
being a recognized fact, it rests primarily with 
the press agent to supply the press with enter- 
taining matter pertaining to the entertaiament 
with which the general public is more direetly 


interested, Secondarily, it is obligatory upon 
the professional, if he hopes to secure the pub- 
licity he ought to have to insure individual 
success, to supply the agent with whom he deals 
with, suitable implements of war. My ex 
perience has taught me that the greatest force 
making for successful publicity, as far as the 
daily press is concerned, is photographs. The 
actor aisplaying the finest and most varied as 
sortment of photographs of himself, in character 
or otherwise, will have his pictures reproduced, 
while the less enterprising professional, who 
fails to catch on to the secret, writhes in envy, 
and seldom, ‘if ever, reaches the public eye. 
Newspaper editors, in this day of illustra- 
tions in the daily press, often throw a good 
story into the waste basket because it can not 
be illustrated. But when they are given a good 
story, with.a fine lot of photographs to choose 
from, not one in a dozen editors will cast it 
aside. The woman press agent should make a 
hote of this, for good photographs are an es 
sential stock in her trade. She should impress 
Upon professionals the necessity of keeping her 
supplied with clean, well printed photographs, 
Incidentally, I might add right here, that too 
many professionals, from motives of economy, 
Perhaps, carry cheap and often soiled photo 
graphs, in the mistaxen belief that they will 
answer the requirements of the press egent.

She should have before her 
constantly the examples of the women of his 
tory, who accomplished things because they, 
like Richelieu, did not include the word ‘‘fail’’ 
in the dictionary that guided their lives and 
destinies. The woman who can do this properly 
will make her mark and serve not only to 
benefit herself, but prove a valuable ally in 
the uplift of all that pertains to the noble pro 
fession of entertainment.

example. for which the most careful provision 
may have been made, is liable to various ills 
that nortal man can not foresee. Panics, strikes, 
unsatisfactory markets, wars and rumors of 
wars are among the difficulties that may be 
encounters, and then the goose that lays the 
golden egg may be so overworked that the egg 
becomes a sort of gold brick with rounded edges 
and of uo value to anybody. This is a figure 
of speech for overproduction, which, to my 
way of thinking is the most threatening feature 
of the theatrical sitnation. Over supply, an 
overdving of the business in all its departments, 
ean only lead to loss for everybody and abselnie 
disaster for many. It is said to be a very 
commendable thing for a man to promote the 
growth of two blades of grass where only one 
was growing before, but this theory does not 
hold when jit comes te doubling the number of 
theatrical enterprises. Yet the number of these 
undertakings has not only been doubled but 
trebled and quadrupled until there is about 
as much chance for a lot of enterprising but 
misled gents to make money as there is for 
his satanic majesty to skate in Hades on a Sun 


day afterncon. 
Any predictions for the coming season must 
take into account this unknown quantity of 


overproduction, which is a doubly pernicious 
thing for the reason that it not only bumps the 
individual who is foolish enough to go up 
against a game he knows little or nothing about, 
but injuriously effects the substantial enterprises 


| 


by dividing up the patronage in an entirely {l- 
legitimate mauner—that is to say, robbing Peter 
to pay Paul, without helping Paul to any extent 
worth considering. 

Paul finds himself up against it with his 
useless undertaking. His box office is shunned 
as if It were a miniature pest house and his 


seats are as empty as a Freshman’s head. He 
must make a bluff somehow ‘‘to get ’em com- 
ing.’’ and advertises his superfluous joint, and 


of course, 
scheme of 


immediately hits upon the time-worn 
“‘papering the house,’’ and creating 
dead heads. Out go the punched tickets by the 
handful. Presses run overtime on lithographs 
and passes of every name and nature, while the 
misguided manager smiles at his dead head 
crowd, and writes to the newspapers that he 
will be obliged to install additional seats to ac 
commodate the rush. This method takes many 
petrons awuy from legitimate theatres, although 
it was never known to build up any mar’s bust- 


ness. It is about as sensible a proposition as 
it would be if a State street merelant should 
give away goods to any one who did not care 


to pay for them. How long such an establish- 


| ment would last may easily be imagined. 


It is only when theatrical affairs are man-_ 
aged in a business-like manner that success 
may be hoped for, and it is neither sensible nor 
business-like to plant half a dozen new theatres 
where the number is already too great. The 
present Cisposition to overbuild, to duplicate 
failure with other inevitable failures, is un- 
doubtedly a menace to a sound and legitimately 
profitable theatrical business. 

As for the coming season, then, it may be 
well enongh to make no predictions. Counting 
your chickens before they are hatched Is a 
profitless game. In the vaudeville field the 
prospects are generally favorable. The fight 
for clean vaudeville and improved conditions 
which has been made by some of the important 


houses bas had its effect in enlarging the vau- 
deville constituency. Thousands of refined peo- 
ple who always looked upon variety with dis- 
gust are now regular patrons. Except in rare 
eases. vaudeville is no longer an ally of the 
saloon and brothel. It is not. with a few de- 
testable exceptions. a rendezvous for loose men 


and women, or a caterer of indecent words and 
actions. While not always conducted with 
punctilions eare and distinction, and liable in 
many instances to be the means of money mak- 


ing by men who are willing to trade on a 
bawdy house atmosphere, even if they would 
not actually conduct a bawdy house, the gen- 
eral standard has improved very much of late. 
I think. indeed, that vaudeville has moved 
ahead faster than its neighbor, the legitimate. 
There have been numberless plays and muste 


comedies during the past year so bold and sug- 
gestive that no man could ever think of tak- 
ing his dunghter to see them. If this continues, 
the 


eareful people will be ebliged to cut out 
legitimate, and devote themselves to vaude- 
ville. in which ease I suppose drama will be 


known as the illegitimate and vaudeville as the 
legitimate. The young person who is spoken of 
by advocates of raw plays, as persons of no 
importance, whose delicacy should not be con- 
sidered, are in reality very important—the most 
vital thing In all the world. Any play too sug- 
gestive for their ears is too coarse for any de- 
eent person. The vaudeville manager who pos- 
sesses self respect and other qualities of a gen- 
tleman, has made up his mind that he will not 
exhibit toe other people’s young folks acts which 
he would be ashamed to have his own family 
see.

“My connection with the theatrical business,’’ 
Licbler said, ‘‘is almost accidental. I began 
to earn a living as a lithograph artist with my 
fatbe- but wes. at an early age, in control of 
my own establishment and finding show print- 
ing profitable, I specialized in that, and rapidly 
developed a concern that has Liebeler & Maas. 
became one of the largest concerns of its kind 
in the country. In this business I came into 
econtaet with many prominent theatrical man- 
agers who were among my best customers. 
Then came the Park place disaster, caused by 
« benzine explosion in the basement of the 
building of which we occupied eight large lofts, 
leaving our establishment in ruins. Owing to 
the nature of the accident we had to be con- 
tent with a small percentage of the total sam 
for which we had been insured, a loss from 
which we were never able to fully recover. 

“Shortly after this I met Mr. George C. Ty- 
ler and abandoned the lithographic. business to 
embark with him in a venture to exploit the 
late Charles Coghlan in his own play, The 
Royal Box, and the firm of Liebler and Coim- 
pany was formed. With the limited resources 
eft me by the Park Place disaster it proved 
to be a close squeeze until our first play was 
finally produced. Even then some of our play- 
ers were very pessimistic and feared the ghost 
would fail to walk, but the failure of a foreign 
star gave us the opportunity to get a New York 


watre, where our first venture proved an in- 
stantaneous success."” 

And the very next took me skinning 
wer the names of the trio of managers, 
Klaw. Erlanger and B s. From coast to 
oast their power extends They have forged 
1 gigantic theatrical chain through a vast cir- 


lit of theatres. Failure was the keystone here 
11s0. 

Abraham Lincoli Erlanger was born in Buf- 
fzlo—-spent his boyhood days in Cleveland. He 
began aS program boy at the Euclid Avenue 
Theatre—then usher, later being promoted to 
the box-office. Finally became an advance 
agent. Mare Klaw is from Paducah, Ky. Was 
admitted to the bar and made a specialty of 
fighting play-p'-ates. Such succes attended his 
efforts ‘hat th atrical friends induced him to 
adopt \he profession. Soen after Le became 
manager of Elfie Essner and engaged A. L. 
langer as advance agent. One of the 
things Erlanger did was to buy pages of news- 


paper advertising for his show and the second 
was a bit of thrift. The show had been out 
a few weeks when he discovered that Tom 
Campbell, the second man, had about thirty 
dollars and he proceeded to take it away—for 
safe keeping. About this time Joseph Brooks 
was a department store manager at Memphis, 
Tenn. With a thousand dollars that he'd saved 
Brooks ventured in the show business. He rent 
ed a theatre. In thirty days he was broke. 
Then he had an offer from Barrett to go as 
advance «gent. He hurried to Detroit for in 
structions—he was told te go and learn.

Chicago Film Men 


Discuss Motion Picture Outlook | 


Optimism Prevails Among Them 
By WATTERSON R. ROTHACKER 


HE consensus of opinion among the 
various men identified with the film 
exchanges of Chicago is that the im 
pending moving picture season will 
not only be marked by the advent of 


better times in general, but the at- 


mosphere of the film business itself will be so 


cleared as to permit the operation of a more | 


standard scale of prices and the elimination 
of many of the undesirable elements which, 
in the past, have proven such a stumbling block 


to the furtherance of this branch of business | 


endeavor and so detrimental to its best in- 


terests. There is absolutely no question but 
that the time has arrived when the moving- 
picture business, commercially, educationally 


and as an adjunct to amusement, can assume | 


its true position on a plane of commercial 
equality, such as may well be occupied by any 
undertaking in which is involve. the millions of 
dollars which are employed in the exploiting 
and maintenance of the film business in Its 
various phases, and in which are concerned the 
number of people who rely upon it as an enter 
tainment; the many others, more discerning. 
who are anticipating and developing its educa 
tional and commercial features and the thou 
sands whose livelihood is depending on film 


manufacture, renting and exhibition, ultimately. | 


It has been said statistically that the moving 
picture shows in the United States draw an 
andience of four millions daily or over a billion 
a year Of course, this estimate is rather 
problematical, but, nevertheless, the foundation 
fact is there, and sufficient people are regular 
patrons of this sort of amusement to give cre- 
dence at least to those numbers approximately. 
With merely this, its evident popularity as an 
argument. it at once is clear that moving 
pictures are. in their entirety, a proposition 
to be thoughtfully considered and commercially 
recognized. 

The possibilities of the film business have 
as yet been but meagerly realized. Not, mind 


you, do I say that its present status is not) 


secure and staple, to a certain extent, but the 
statement may advisedly be made that the real 
mission of the film, as an educator, or its po- 
sition as a pioneer of commerce, have not as 
yet been firmly established and that, up to date, 
its inevitable goal is yet to be reached, and Its 
highest degree of efficiency has not so far been 
accomplished 

Schools, business houses. railroads, land com- 
panies, inventors, and a list of others, In the 


advancement of which interests moving pictures | 
may well be employed. constitute but the nu- | 


cleus of a host to whom and which moving 
pictures. as portrayed by films of the better 
sort will be an invaluable aid. Non-inflammable 
film removes the last argument from the lips 
of the school official whose sole surviving objec- 
tino had, of necessity, to be the danger from 
possible conflagration Now that modern science 
has made useless this argument. we may ex 
pect in the future to find moving pictures one 
of the component parts of modern education, 
and one of the most effective and direct means 
of acqnainting the young hopeful with the hab- 
its, customs, dress and general appearance of 
people of foreign climes, and imbuing thereby 


a more vivid picture than was erstwhile possible | 


by mere power of word description. Nor will 
it stop there, for already are in operation 
moving pictures which, as a medium of general 
publicity. are without a peer, and the time 
{is not far distant. In my estimation, when 
active films will constitute one of the Items 
mentioned in every appropriation for general 
and specified advertising. This is but the natural 
outgrowth of the advertising slide, as are moving 
pictures the higher development of the obso- 
lete magic lantern. 

At present, however, the pertinent Interest 
is being evinced In the moving pictures which 
find their way to the small and large exhibitor 
via the film exchange. and in Chicago have 
these exchanges attained a degree of strength 
which has. and will have. much to do with 
the moulding of the future of the business 
It.!s the exchange proprietors who daily feel 
the pulse of the public. which Is relayed to 
them through the exhibitor, who reports to 
the renter the conditions as they actually 
exist. A general canvass of the exchange man- 
agers. therefore. should be the means of reflect- 
ing opinions which should be given credence, 
as coming from men who should be in a posi- 
tion to know. The Interior differences in the 
business and the factional strifes of the peo- 
ple higher up are as potent and bitter as waa 
anticipated at the time of thelr incention, 
but let them be adfusted. we hope. j{ndiciously 
and In equitable arrangement. and in the mean 
while it is pleasant to listen to the encourage 
ing tone of optimism which Is being generally 
voiced by the exchanges and which are here 
with given. as personal opinions delivered in 
an interview. 

Mr I. Van Runkle. who directs the destinies 
of the American Film Service, can see nothing 
but prosperity ahead for the geason: not only 
that. but he predicts an era of bigger profits 
for the exhibitors and a consequent desire on 
their part for more dependable service than 
fome are now paying for.

Loeb was authorized to permit 
the free entry of the reproduc- 
tion of Henry Hudson's vessel, 
the Half Moon, and also the 
uniforms to be worn by the 
crew.

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| FAMOUS PLAYWRIGHT DEAD 


| Clyde Fitch Succumbs to Appendicitis While Traveling in Europe. 


ide Piteh, most notable and prolific of 
orn American playwrights, died in Paris, 
Prance, September 4. 
Fitch was taken ll with an acute at- 
, of appendicitis while traveling in a 
’ car from Germany. 
William Clyde Fitch, playwright and story 
er, was born in New York City, May 2, 
ws. and was the son of Willlam G. Fitch. 
After an academic education be went to Am- 
erst College, from which be was graduated in 
aAt 
lle never attended any professional school, but 
nmediately after bis graduation devoted h'm 
«if to seciety and writing. A book of short 
stories was published soon after he left college, 
some of them the work of his student days. 
ils first real success, however, was his play 
Reau Brommel, which he wrote especially for 
the late Richard Mansfield. The play enabled 
the great actor to advance a step pearer bis 
final goal as the leading American actor, and 
was retained in his repertoire until his death. 
It was first produced in 1890, when the autuor 
was only twenty-five years of age. 
His second play, Betty's Finish, was also 
suecessful, and in 1892 another drama, The 


Masked Ball, introduced John Drew as a star 
ind brought prominently before the public the | 
lelightful actress, Maude Adams.

Russell appeared in his April Weather, and | 
Mme. Modjeska produced bis Mistress Betty. 

Other equally successful plays followed until, | 
in point of output at least, Fitch became the | 
leading playwright of the country.

Goodwin. Barbara Frietchie was a success as | 
produced by Julia Marlowe. The Moth and the | 
Flame was the first stellar effort of Herbert 
Kelcey and Effie Sharnon The late Clara 
Viaodgood won fame in The Girl with the | 
Green Eyes, and Ethel Barrymore first became | 
a real star in Captain Jinks. Many of his | 
otber plays were upuusually successful, especial- | 
ly Mistress Betty, The Cowboy and the Girl, | 
lier Own Way, The Stubborness of Geraldine 
and The Woman in the Case. 

During the twenty years in which he wrote 
for the stege be averaged two plays a year, 
and though they are not remarkable for depth 
of character and plot, only four real failures 
are charged against him. His themes were light, | 
his characters and ‘“‘lines’’ bright and at times | 
brilliant. They made him wealthy. He built | 
a handsome home in New York and a summer 
place at Greenwich, Conn., both luxuriously fur 
nixbed and at both he entertained extensively.

News of the Week. 


Colonel William Cody Wins the Suit Brought Against Him by 
the Authorities of a Texas Town to Compel Him to Pay a 
Regular Circus License for His Wild-West Exhibition—Other 


HOW BUFFALO BILL FIRST 
GAINED CELEBRITY. 


By DOCTOR JUDD. 


William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) can to-day 
be thankful that there was at one time a man 
by the name of Ned Buntline, for it was through 
him that his rapid rise to world-renowned fame 
began, which enabled him to fill a large number 
of bags with gold and to gain many thousands 
of acres of land. Ned Buntline was the in 
ventor of the “‘Dime Novel.’’ In his younger 
days he was a student at Annapolis, and after 
graduating he served a number of years in the 
United States Navy. He had an endless number 
of duels with his brother officers and always 
came out of them without a scratch He left 
the navy and went to writing Indian tales for 
the New York Mercury. The Civil War came 
on, and he went out as a colonel of a New 
York regiment of volunteers, but was cashiered 
for drunkenness and sent home Then he re- 
formed and became a tempersoce lecturer. It 
Was a very common thing in those days when 
a man failed in his own enterprises or under 
takings to go into the temperance business 
Now they drift into the insurance or real estate 
business 

It was along in 1870, out in San Francisco, 
that 1 first met Ned Buntline, when he was 
acting in the capacity of a temperance lecturer

street When going in and out there I got 
acquainted with Eugene T. Sawyer, who. in 
connection with Edward Markham, “‘The Man

This same Eugene T. Sawyer, or “‘Gene Saw 
yer,’’ as he was then called on the Coast, has 
since been city editor on some of the leading 
San Francisco papers A few years ago, quite 
by accident, he got into the dime-novel-writing 
business.

young men, all over the United States, know 
Gene Sawyer. but under the name, “Nick 
Carter,”’ for that is his nom de plume 


When Ned Buntline got tired of lecturing on 
temperance in California, he went East, and on 
his way stopped off at Laramie, where he met 
Bill Cody, of whom he wrote a description for 
the New York Mercury. This article was copied 
by all the leading papers of the country. That 
was the beginning of Buffalo Bill's fame. Up 
to this time he was known very little this side 
of the Rocky Mountains. Out there he had the 
reputation of killing more buffaloes than any 
one on the plains, and of being a daring scout 
among the Indians 

When Buntline got to New York, 
Adams, who were publishing Beadle’s Dtme 
and Half-Dime Libraries, engaged him to write 
Buffalo Bill stories for their publications. He 
Wrote tale after tale. in which Buffalo Bill 
Was the hero They were devoured as fast as 
they flew from the presses by the eager masses 
who were hungering after thrilling and blood 
curdling tales

shot the Indians down till the poor, red faces 


of the far West had been killed over and over 
again. 
After a number of rehearsals, the whole | 


company got the play down to a fine point in 
a wild western way. On the opening night, 
to a packed hofise, it went off very well, the 
papers said. The audience, if they did not hear 
or see any very good acting, at least witnessed 
enough bloodshed to give them one or two good 
nightmares before the next morning. We 
played a few western towns and then worked 
our way East, to crowded houses everywhere. 
Buntline soon began to drink again, and, as in 
the meantime, Jim Nixon had left to go out 
with P. T. Barnum, the show dissolved. 

Afterward, Buffalo Bill went on the boards on 
his own account, became one of the celebrities 
of the day, and his name wiil likely be handed 
down in history as one of the Heroes of the 
Nineteenth Century. 


BUFFALO BILL WINS OUT. 


After many months of waiting, the case of 
Colonel (‘Buffalo Bill’) Cody against the au 
thorities of the Texas town who insisted upen 
payment of a cirens license for his wild west 
show, and which demand was refused by th«

The theatres vary in size from His Majesty's, 
with accommodation for 2,200 people and a |

to say that it would be an extremely good week 
if the Royalty took £850 in the eight perform- 
ances, or His Majesty's £2000 in the same 
time. 

But in the case of an ordinary theatre, if tt | 
is taking £1200 to £1400 weekly it is doing |

The prices in London for theatres range thus. 
are 3 guineas ($15.42) and 2 guineas 
($10.28). Stalls are half a guinea or $2.52. The 
pit is half a crown or .61. The first decle is 
» shillings ($1.23), or 4 shillings (.98). The 
gallery is one shilling or .25. 

In the music halls and the suburban theatres 
the prices are just about half of these, except 
in the case of the Alhambra, Empire and Pal- 
ace theatres of varieties, which are the fashion- 
able music halls of London, and charge ordinary 
theatre prices 

So far as the general trend of things theatri- 
cal is concerned in London, I should say that 
interest in theatrical matters is growing daily. 
The theatregoing population increases every day 


ami new theatres keep continually springing 
up in the heart of London. 

Rat away from the center of London, there 
is no call for more theatres. Instead, new 
music halls, mostly of the two shows a night 
varicty are springing up everywhere. In fact, 
most of the suburban theatres will have be- 
come music halls before another couple of years 
have passe! 


But when I say the theatre going population 
is growing I must point out that the increase 
comes entirely from the middle classes, people 
who twenty years ago would never have dreamed 
ef going iuside of a theatre. And for this rea- 


son there must shortly be a slight lowering 
of prices in the West End of London. I ven- 
ture to say that at the end of three years, there 
will not be more than ten leading theatres 
maintaining their present prices. 

The Lyceum Theatre has already made the 


change Up to two years ago it had been lan- 
guishing ever since Irving left it. Then some 
enterprising people came along and put on good | 
stuff at half ordinary prices. The consequence | 
is they have created a middle class public of 
their own and are simply coining money, for 
whatever they put on, their own particular 
clientele will turn up faithfully to see it. 

Now as regards the provinces. Among the 
profession sre usually split up into number 1 
towns, number 2 towns, number 3 towns, and 
“Fit-Ups. 

By No. 1's, we mean places like Manchester, 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Leeds, and other large 
towns which have one or two theatres which are 
practically as good as those of the Metropolis. 
Just note one thing, however; except at pan- 
tomime time it is a rare thing for any company, 
however good, to stay more than one week at 
these places, although as much money would be 
made as in Londen. Both traveling managers 
and local managers prefer a return visit to a | 
jong stay. But supposing you are taking round | 
a good thing, you keep your company going | 
only at No. 1 towns and either send out another 
company to the No. 2’s or sell the rights to | 
them 

It is hard to say where the definite line of 
demarcation can be drawn between the No. 1's 
and No. 2's.

ever, one never stays lesg than a week at a 
No. 2. 

Number 3’s are small towns which bave a 
theatre but a small one. It just depends on the 
Seasen whether you stay, six, three, or two days. 

The fit-ups are places which scarcely have 
what one wight call a decent theatre and in 
most cases only possess a public hall. You take 
of these in turn every night, of course see 
ing that you baven'’t a journey of more than a 
couple of hours or so between them, A _ few 
years ago, fit-ups were a gold mine. 
they were swamped by one or two people send 
ing out a considerable number of companies 
round them at once, thus giving three or four 
shows a week, at a place instead of the one 
they had been accustomed to. But fit-nps ave 
now looking up again. 

But so far as the provinces are concerned, 
if you have got a good thing you can make just 
as much money, and sometimes more, as in 
London. Young Irving, this time last year was 
taking a regular £1200 a week on his provin 
cial tour. Of course he stuck to the big towns. 
And another curious fact is that the provinces

Outside 
of musical comedy, the average Londoner has 
Lo more perceptions of the merits of a play 
than a rat.

Temple Israel, who was born in St. Louts, 
April 29, 1860. His gifts were hereditary as 
his father (Prof. Wm. Robyn) was a practical 
organist and musician who came to St. Louis 
from Opernay, Germany, in 1850. Mrs. Robyn 
was a singer with a local reputation and her 
beautiful soprano voice was heard to advantage 
at St. Francis Xavier’s Catholic Church (St. 
Touls) In 1870. So that we might add that his 
environments were musical and young Alfred G. 
Robyn learned to be a skillful organist. At the 
age of nine, his father had a spell of sickness 
and Alfred took his place as organist but was 
so small that one of the chair boye had to 
steady him on the piano stool so that he could 
nse his hands freely at the keyboard of the or- 
gen. His feet barely touched the pedals. In 
1878 Alfred G. Robyn went on tour with the 


Abbott Concert Company as ai solo planist. 
Among his original compositions were three 
opera scores: Manetta (which was presented 


at Pape’s Theatre in the 80's) with Avgustns 
Thomas in a leading role. and Miss Letitia 
Fritch (a prominent church choir singer) as 
Manetta. This opera (or musical sketch) made 
a bi¢ hit. Since then Mr. Robyn has presented 
Harlin (a Ivrie opera). and a scenic and musical 
sketch entitled, Jacinta. Mr. Robrn has also 
presented three other musical compositions of 
more or less attractiveness. and is now at work 
on an opera or musical sketch which will be 
presented next season. He acts as “‘leader’’ for 
his own productions, and is a competent judge 
not only of voices but musical technique
